LISMORE FISHERY BOARD’S 
REQUEST TO MINISTRY. 

At Lismore Fishery Board meeting at 
Taliow, Co. Waterford, a letter was read from 
the Department, stating that the Minister was 
unable to contribute towards the desiruction 
of seals. 

Mr. T. Murphy said that the Department, 
when under the British Government, supple- 
mented the 10s. allowed by the Board for 
each seal killed by a similar amount, The 
appointment of a marksman at Youghal had 
resulted in the destruction of a large number 
of the pests. He estimated the weekly 
damage done by each seal at £100. 

Captain Dunne said that only for the seals 
killed the upper river men would not have 
had such a good run of fish. 

Mr. Murphy said that each boat at Youghal 
had so far killed from 150 to over 200 fish, 
thanks to the large number of seals killed, 
and they should press the Department to 
help them to keep the marksmen en duty all 
the year.

That 
was the issue that had been raised by the 
Minister for Posts—they were to be free to 
veto the recommendations of the Civil 
Service Commissioners. 

NOT THE DAIL’S METHOD, 

Mr. Walsh had contended that the broad- 
caging ought not to be in the same category 
as the Civil Service; that it was something 
that should be handed over to him to” run 
and make a success.

QUESTIONS IN DAIL. 


DRAINAGE SCHEMES IN 
QUEEN’S COUNTY. 

In the Dail yesterday, the Minister for 
Finance, in reply to a question by Mr. Davin, 
said that to date the Commissioners of Public 
Works had received five petitions from Leix 
County Council, and six from the Commis- 
sioner in Offaly County, for schemes in con- 
nection with the Arterial Drainage Act, 1925. 

Those in respect of Offaly had been re- 
turned to the County Secretary, in order 
that the requirements of the Act as regards 
petitions might be complied with, No “h- 
spection of proposed schemes in these coun- 
ties had so far been made, and consequently 
no schemes had been approved. It was hoped 
that inspections would be made during the 
summer in at least two of Leix cases— 
Erkina and Eglish—but owing to the limited 
staff of engineers available, and the large 
total number (383) of petitions to be investi- 
gated, it may not be possible to inspect any 
of the others in Leix and Offaly this year. 

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
(Mr. MoGilligan) informed Mr, á 
Norton that during the years 1925, 
1924, and 1025 the Unemployment Fund 
received the sums of £508,000, £682,000, and

There was a lull in the fighting 
after the patched-up agreement which was 
reached .at that gathering; but in 1911, 
‘when the French sent a strong force to 
raise the siege of Fez, where Muley Hafid 
was surrounded by hostile tribes, the 
Kaiser again intervened by sending the 
Panther to Agadir, with the result that 
a European war was avoided only with 
the greatest difficulty. After much 
diplomatic parley Germany agreed to give 
France a free hand in Morocco, in return 
for which concession she was given a slice 
of the Belgian Congo;* A French Pro- 
tectorate was declared in 1912, but war 
broke out almost immediately afterwards, 
and the appointment of General Lyautey 
as Resident General marked the beginning 
of the serious conquest of the country by 
the French...

Mr. Lloyd George.

Secret History of the Strike. 


Now that the days of the general strike 


are over, it is not surprising that stories 
are being told of some of the strange 
happenings in connection with the great 
failure.

Mr. Macdonald’s Views. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, writing in

have completely changed the tacties of 
industrial fighting if the unions would 
only see it. The idea has grown up that. 
by adding strike to strike, by forming 
fighting alliances of unions, justice will 
be done more swiftly and surely.

The 
country will not. have it. Let the trade 
unions face the facts.”

That Arab. .ruthlessness is evident all 
through the Western tribes, which are still 
fighting. ‘The Caids of these tribes, among 
them Raiguli’s son, and Caid Heriro, refuse to 
heat any word about French and Spanish 
victories on other fronts. Young Khaled 
aisuli has given orders for the immediate 
death of any nmiessenger bringing the news 
that Ahd-el-Krim has surrendered, and other 
Western Caids announce that they will kill all.

Mr. Belton said that he thought that every- 
one was in favour of helping the society, but 
before they committed themselves to a resolu- 
tion of this kind they ‘should know exactly 
what it meant. He thought that it would be 
well that they should have a scheme in detail. 

Mr. J. J. Sheil said that the society had 
been for twenty years trying to get, first 
from the British overnment, and now from 
the Irish Free State Government, pensions for 
widows. Pensions were in force in the United 
States and in other Continental countries. 
This resolution provided for nsions for 
widows, and all the Council could do was to 
give it moral support. 

Mr. Belton suggested that they should ask 
the society to formulate a scheme. 

Mr. Healy pointed out that all the society 
wanted was suitable legislation. 

The resolution was passed. 

BALROTHERY DISTRESS INQUIRY. 

The Ministry of Local Government wrote in 
connection with the application of the Bal 
rothery Guardians to have Section 13 of the 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, which 
deals with distress, put in force in the area. 
The letter stated that the Minister had had 


| a further report from his inspector, and was 


satisfied that he would not be justified in 
issuing an order under the section mentioned. 

Colonel Hely Hutchinson said that the 
inspector did not consult the local Councillors 
on the matter. 

Mr. J. J. Sheil said that there was an 
injustice involved here. They had had the 
unanimousiy-expressed view of the Balrothery 
Council that there was distress in their area, 
and the County Council hak sli out that 
that was a iact, Yet they were now told that 
there was no distress there. The County 
Council ought to make their position clear and 
say that they investigated the matter; that 
they were perfectly satisfied that there was 
distress, and that Balrothery Council would 
not indulge in any squandermania in relieving 
the distress. He did not think that the 
Council, as a representative body, ought to 
stand for any such reply from a paid official 
of the Government. 

A resolution was passed protesting against 
the action of the Minister in failing to put 
the section of the Act in force. 

NEW OMNIBUS SERVICE. 

The Council adopted a recommendation of 
the Finance Committee that the Dublin 
United Tramways Co, should be granted per- 
mission to open an omnibus service between 
Blanchardstown and Clonsilla, provided that 
they used a "bus of a weight not exceeding one 
ton unladen, and fitted with pneumatic tyres 
on al] four wheels.

FETE IN AID OF FUNDS. 

Next month Sandford Church, Clonskeagh, 
Dublin, will be celebrating the hundredth 
anniversary of its foundation, having been 
consecrated on the 25th June, 1626. 

The church was. consecrated by the Most 
Rev. William Magee, Archbishop of Dublin, 
on a site saneabee by Lord Mount Sandford. 
In those days the appearance of the surround- 
ing district was very different from what it is 
to-day, residences being scattered through a 
countryside of green fields. 

The first rector appointed was the Ven. 
Henry Irwin, Archdeacon of Emly, a man ol 
great powers as a preacher, who drew people 
from all over the city to worship at the 
church. His tenure of office lasted for thirty- 
two years. The next rector was the curate- 
assistant, the Rev. W. Pakenham Walsh, who 
remained from 1858 to 1873. In 1873 he was 
appointed Dean of Cashel, and subsequently 
became Bishop of Ossory. 

About the time of Mr. Pakenham Walsh’s 
resignation of the parish it was found necessary 
to enlarge the church owing to the rapid inva- 
sion of the district by the builder. A com- 
mittee was appointed, and in 1880 the build- 
ing was brought into its present form-by the 
addition of two side aisles and the chancel. 
The porch and rose-window had been erected 
some. time previously in memory of Archdeacon 
Irwin.

tenure of the parish came to an end in 1878, 
when he was appointed to a benefice m 
London. The Rev. Thomas Good succeeded 
and held the incumbency until May, 1921—a 
period of forty-three years—when he resigned, 
His death took place in June, 1925 

During the period of Mr. Good’s incumbency 
many changes took place. Several windows, 
the present pulpit, and prayer desk were 
placed in the church as memorials. In 1885 
the Parochial Hall was erected. The hand- 
some lectern was given to commemorate the 
Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria. In 1901 
the rectory was rebuilt, and in 1906 the 
trustee system was abolished and Sandford 
Church was assigned a parish by Act of the 
General Synod. 

The present incumbent is the Rev. W. N. 
Harvey, who was formerly curate of Zion 
Church, Rathgar. 

In many trastee churches in past days little 
foresight was exercised with regard to the 
future. Sandford proved no exception.
